Return date of Atlantis still undisclosed 


SPACE CENTER, Houston — The military mission of space shuttle At- 
lantis continued under a shroud of official silence Sunday, although there were 
indications the orbiter would not return to Earth before Tuesday. 

Atlantis is under the command of the Air Force, which has said it would give 
24-hour notice of landing but otherwise maintain silence unless there is an 
emergency. 

No word was heard from either NASA or the Air Force on Sunday, the 
shuttle’s third day in flight, indicating the earliest day the orbiter would land 
at Edwards Air Force Base in California would be Tuesday. 

At a Sunday briefing at Edwards for NASA and Air Force workers taking 
part in a simulated landing, a list of activities indicated Atlantis would return 
to Earth four to seven days after Friday morning’s blastoff from Cape Canav- 
eral, Fla. That also would suggest a landing no earlier than Tuesday. 

The Air Force gave no information on whether the five-man military crew 
accomplished its main goal: deployment of a powerful radar satellite designed 


to gather extremely sharp images of East Bloc military facilities in all © 


weather. 

The spy satellite would help American intelligence monitor Soviet compli- 
ance with arms treaties. Eventually, it could serve as the “radar eye” for the 
new Stealth bomber, allowing the jet’s crew to pick out targets without 
turning on their own radar and revealing their position. 


Pakistani political prisoners to be set free 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto installed her. 
cabinet on Sunday, holding the defense and finance portfolios for herself and 
naming a foreign minister who served under the late President Mohammed Zia 
ul-Haq. 

The moves followed her orders Saturday to free political prisoners convicted 
under martial law and commute all death sentences. 

In a news conference, Bhutto said the appointment of Sahabzada Yaqub 
Khan to head the Foreign Ministry is a signal of continuity in Pakistan’s stand 
on the war in neighboring Afghanistan. 

Pakistan, with help from the United States, supports Moslem anti-commu- 


nist guerrillas fighting the Soviet-backed Kabul government and shelters | 


more than 3 million Afghan war refugees. : 

Despite her bitter opposition to Zia, Bhutto said during her election cam- 
paign that she would maintain his Afghan policy until the fighting stops and 
the refugees feel safe to go home. 


Israel improves relations with Soviets 


JERUSALEM — Foreign Minister Shimon Peres said Sunday that the i 


Soviet Union’s enthusiastic response to Israel’s help in the return of four 
hijackers has given “new significance” to relations with Moscow. 

Peres also noted in a radio interview that Israel agreed to the speedy return 
of the hijackers to the Soviet Union Saturday after receiving written assur-. 
ances that they wouldn’t face the death penalty. : 

“The Soviets promised us in writing that these people wouldn’t be executed 
and so there was no point in delaying or complicating the process,” he said on 
Army radio. 

The return of the hijackers ended a drama that began Thursday, when four 
armed Soviets seized a busload of schoolchildren in southern Russia, then 
traded them for a plane out of the country and a $3.3 million ransom. The. 
hijackers surrendered shortly after arriving in Israel Friday evening. 

Peres cited the reaction of Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze, 
who personally thanked the chief of an Israeli consular delegation in Moscow, 
Aryeh Levine; for Israel’s help in the affair. 


4-day military revolt ends in Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina — Hundreds of heavily armed soldiers gave 
up their guns and surrendered on Sunday, ending a four-day military revolt 
that panicked the country, the government said. 

The army said in a communique that the 500 insurgents who were holed up 
at a military base just outside the capital agreed to give up their weapons and 
explosives. 

“At least one anti-rebel demonstrator was fatally shot by the insurgents 
during the siege Sunday, and as many as 20 were wounded by rubber bullets or 
injured by tear gas, medical officials and local news agencies reported Sunday. 

President Raul Alfonsin — facing the worst threat since his civilian govern- 
ment replaced military rule in 1983 — denied that any deals were made with 
the rebels. 

The rebels had demanded an overhaul in the.military hierarchy, a bigger

Mexican plane crash under investigation 


URUAPAN, Mexico — Amiram Nir, the Israeli go-between in secret U.S. 
arms deals with Iran who died in a light plane crash last week, told people he 
was in Mexico to buy avocados, police said. 

Federal authorities continued Sunday to investigate both the plane crash 
and Nir’s visit to Uruapan, an out-of-the-way city in the western mountains of 
Michoacan state famed for its avocados and notorious for drug trafficking. 

New revelations about Nir’s role in the Iran-Contra affair, meanwhile, 
emerged Sunday in a Washington Post report quoting him as saying in June 
that a secret U.S.-Israeli agreement authorized counterterrorist operations 
he supervised with former White House aide Oliver North in 1985-86. 

Nir, 37, was a counterterrorism adviser to Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
and his successor, Yitzhak Shamir. 

In Jerusalem, the office of Peres, now foreign minister, denied the Washing- 
ton Post report Sunday. 

Police here said they have no evidence that Nir’s visit involved anything but 


avocados. But they could not explain why he apparently decided to travel 


under an assumed name. 


Leaders may discuss arms reduction 


WASHINGTON — Ronald Reagan and Mikhail 8. Gorbachev, who have 
made arms control history together, are bound to revisit their idea of a 
dramatic reduction in strategic weapons when they meet over lunch this week, 
but a nudge forward, rather than a breakthrough, is the most that’s likely to 
result. 

The strategic arms reduction treaty that they have been talking about — the 
hoped-for centerpiece in Reagan’s arms contro! program — has too many holes 
in it for Gorbachev and Reagan to reach command decisions during their 
three-hour luncheon Wednesday on Governors Island in New York Harbor. 

Moreover, Gorbachev is well aware that he is dealing with a lame duck 
president who will have six weeks left in office and will be in no position to 
commit his successor, George Bush, to any course of action. 

For all that, Max M. Kampelman, the chief U.S. arms control negotiator, 
finds it difficult to believe arms will not be discussed during lunch. 

“T believe it will come up,” Kampelman said in an interview last week.

“We are not going to worsen our 
relations with Cuba,” said one Latin 
American specialist. “But Gorbachev 
is a very persuasive man and he will 
try to explain his intentions.” 

The trip to Cuba to mark the 30th 
anniversary of the revolution that 
brought Castro to power has been in 
the planning stages at least since last 
June.

Transplanted from Pennsylvania a 
decade ago, it is know officially as the 
National Community Christmas Tree 
and serves as the focus of the annual 
Pageant of Peace. 

The lighting of a national Christ- 
mas tree began only with President 
Calvin Coolidge in 1928, but having 
such a tree in the White House goes 
back at least to Franklin Pierce in 
1856.

Forty years ago, when the late 
songwriter Johnny Marks penned his 
first draft of “Rudolph the Red-Nosed 
Reindeer,” he was unhappy with it — 
so unhappy he thought it was the 
worst song he ever wrote. 

In fact, Marks was so dissatisfied 
that he put the song aside and didn’t 
get back to it until the following year. 

~~ But in 1949, while humming the 
. melody during a walk near his home in 
New York’s Greenwich Village, the 
composer decided on a solution. In-

gression and had them go up. 

It didn’t take as long to complete 
the new version, Marks said. “It took 
me only two weeks, but 20 years of

Since then, “Rudolph” has been a 
spectacular success. 


According to one record industry 
source, it has been translated into 
many languages and has sold approxi- 
mately 150 million records, more than 
8 million copies of sheet music and 25 
million copies of 200 arrangement for 
orchestras, bands and coral groups.

Marks, who died in 1985, was often 
called “Mr. Christmas of the music 
world.” Among his other holiday com- 
positions were “I Heard the Bells on 
Christmas. Day,” “Rockin’ Around 
the Christmas Tree” and “A Holly 
Jolly Christmas.” 

Other than “Rudolph,” perhaps one 
of the most memorable of Christmas 
songs, however, is “White Christ- 
mas.” 

Sung by Bing Crosby in the 1942 
moyie “Holiday,Inn,”it became Iry- 
ing Berlin’s greatest hit and resulted 
in the 1954 movie “White Christmas,” 
starring Crosby, Danny Kaye, Rose- 
mary Clooney and Vera-Ellen. 

_ Written during World War II, 
Berlin has said “it was nostalgic for a 
lot of boys who weren’t home for 
Christmas.” 

It’s been a lot more than that, per- 
haps the second most popular Christ- 
mas song ever, next-to “Silent 
Night.” 

Another Christmas song, “Silver 
Bells,” was written by Jay Evans and 
Ray Livingston for Christmas se- 
quences of a Bob Hope film comedy, 
“The Lemon Drop Kid” (1951). It be- 
came the biggest seller for the song 
writing team.

An apparent reality of the Uprising 
is that Israel cannot continue to oc- 
cupy the West Bank, Gaza and East 
Jerusalem. “The Palestinians have 
demonstrated that they abhor Is- 
rael’s oppressive occupation and that 
they are willing to die fighting for 
their freedom,” said Bahbah. - 

The Palestinians have conquered 
fear, have taken charge of their des- 
tiny and are “willing to pay a heavy 
price to get rid of Israel’s occupation,” 
he said. 

In the first 10 months of the Upris- 
ing, more than 300 Palestinians were 
killed and at least 20,000 were 
wounded or hospitalized, Bahbah 
said. Notwithstanding the casualties, 
the Uprising “has not slowed down, 
nor has it shown any signs of ending.” 

The Uprising has been the impetus 
for the people to set up effective 
Palestinian organizations in the occu- 
pied territories. “What is developing 
is a local infrastructure that is taking 
charge of the Palestinians’ day-to-day 
affairs” while Israel’s administration 
is collapsing, said Bahbah. 

The leadership in the occupied ter- 
ritories is largely underground, oth- 
erwise the people would be jailed or 
deported, he said. 

During the uprising, King Hussein 
of Jordan severed all legal and admin- 
istrative ties to the West Bank. “The 
Palestinians who were facing the Is- 
raelis with stones and bare bodies 
made it unequivocally clear that once 
Israel’s occupation ends, Jordanian 
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rule over the West Bank and Gaza will 
be equally unacceptable,” Bahbah 


said. 

The PLO is the only legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian people, 
he said. 

Another effect of the Uprising was 
to generate world support for 
Palestine. As a result of media cover- 
age, “no longer was Israel viewed as 
the David facing the Arab Goliath. 
The Palestinians emerged as the new 
David,” said Bahbah. 

Even with the developments in the 
Middle East, the United States has 
not sent an encouraging message to 
the Palestinian people, especially 
with the denial of a visa for Yasser 
Arafat, said Bahbah. 

The Palestinians are “interpreting 
the U.S. move as another example of 
its blind support for Israel and of the 
Secretary of State Shultz’s hatred of 
the Arabs, particularly the Palestini- 
ans,” Bahbah said. 

There are “no documents that 
prove Arafat was an accessory to any 
sort of terrorism” and the PLO has 
now rejected the use of terrorism, he 
said. However, one should not con- 
fuse acts of terror with the right of a 
people to defend itself. 

The new. Bush administration 
should be realistic in its dealings with 
the Palestinians, as president-elect 
George Bush is familiar with the Mid- 
dle East and will be a more involved 
president, said-Bahbah. 

According to the Palestinian Decla- 
ration of Independence, the govern- 
ment will be based on “freedom of 
expression and the freedom to form 
parties. The rights of the minorities 
will duly be respected by the major- 
ity, as minorities must abide the deci- 
sions of the majority.” 


Families should splurge 
on wrappings, ribbons 
for baby’s 1st Christmas

NEW YORK — Families should 
splurge on the wrappings and skimp 
on the gifts for a baby’s first Christ- 
mas or Hanukkah, said Annette 
Axtmann, an expert on infants. 

“Babies’are more interested in rib- 
bons and bows and pretty paper than 
what is actually in most packages,” 
said Axtmann, director of the Center 
for Infants and Parents at Teachers 
College, Columbia University. “What 
is important for a baby is participa- 


- tion in the joy of holiday giving.” 


Babies should be included in un- 
apping presents for themselves 
other family members. “Let them 
tear the paper and drag the ribbons 
on the floor,” Axtmann said. 

Parents should also be aware that a 
few weeks’ difference in the age of an 
infant can make a big difference in 
how they join in the holiday spirit. 

“While the 5-month-old will enjoy 
simply watching the lights ona tree or 
a twirling ornament, many 8-month- 
olds can use a large gift box as support 


when trying to stand,” the professor 


said. 

“The 10-month-old might want to 
push that same box around the floor, 
and the 13-month-old would probably 
enjoy carrying presents to other peo- 
ple in the room.” 

Axtmann cautions parents that 
family celebrations may be hectic for 
a baby, especially if they involve trav- 
eling to a new place and seeing new 
faces. 

To ease the baby’s tension, she 
says, parents should bring along a fa- 
miliar blanket or stuffed animal and a 
jar of bubble mixture. 

“Blowing bubbles,” Axtmann said, 
“4s an excellent way to preserve a re- 
laxed, happy feeling for both baby 
and parent.”

The Democrats made a mistake by 
picking Maine Sen. George Mitchell 
as senate majority leader, Rep. 
Howard Nielson (R-Utah) told BYU 
accounting students and faculty mem- 
bers Saturday evening at their 
awards banquet. 

“He is so far to the left of the 
democrats . . . he will lose support 
from his own party.” he said. 

“It is good for the Republicans but a 
bad choice for the Democrats,” said 
Nielson. 

During his speech, Nielson, the for- 
mer chairman of BY U’s Department 
of Statistics, also analyzed the elec- 
tions and governmental ethics. 

Nielson said Sen. Mitchell will be 
bad for his party because some con- 
servative Democrats will follow re- 
publican policies instead of those of 
the new senate majority leader. 
Mitchell, who was selected to the post 
Tuesday, won his national reputation 
by his lectures to Lt. Col. Oliver 
North during the Iran-Contra Hear- 
ings last year. 

Nielson said that although he was 
critical of former senator Dan Quayle 
shortly after the GOP convention in 
New Orleans, he thinks the vice pres-

Nielson, who was elected to a 
fourth term in November, said that 
during the recent elections only six 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives lost their seats.

St. Germain (D-R.I.), the former 
chairman of the House Banking and 
Housing Committee, lost his seat be- 
cause he was under investigation by 
the House Ethics Committee. 

In the House of Representatives, 
18 members are under investigation 
by the House Ethics Committee; all of 
them are Democrats, he said. 

Congress has proposed three bills 
that would deal with ethical prob- 
lems. 

The “Ethics in Government” bill, 
which was vetoed by the president, 
would have prevented any govern- 
mental official from lobbying or con- 
ducting similar activities for one year 
after leaving his post, he said. 

The “Whistle-Blower Law,” which 
was passed, is designed to protect 
lower level governmental officials 
who expose government corruption. 

A third proposed measure would 
eliminate what Nielson described as 
double standards for congress and 
private businesses. “Congress is fa- 
mous for passing laws for others to 
follow,” the congressman said.

Madame Souzatska 

“Madame Souzatska” is an oddly 
superficial drama of a tyrannical pi- 
ano teacher and her latest pupil/vic- 
tim, which director John Schlesinger 
attempts to infuse with depth by sub- 
stituting sensuality and seduction for 
subtext. 

Advertised as a Shirley MacLaine 
vehicle, the role finds the acclaimed 
actress looking a right harridan in 
blotchy vampirish makeup as the 
temperamental teacher who has 
struck gold in 15-year-old student 
Manny (Navin Chowdry), only to find 
herself in a power struggle with the 
boy’s impoverished mother — who 
needs him to begin performing to 
bring in money — and a greedy talent 
agent who supports this notion. 

While Schlesinger moves this 
rather slight conflict along at a brisk 
pace, the speed seems the result of a 
restlessness with the subject rather 
than an artistic decision. (After all, 
it’s far from the sex and sadism of his 
“52 Pick-Up.”) In searching then, for 
some intrigue beyond an obvious “Mr. 
Chips” sentiment, he attempts to add 
dimension with some unappreciated 
subplots which create the film within 


the film, “The Seduction of Manny.” . 


First, Madame S. sends young Manny 
downstairs to a masseuse who turns 
out to have more than a passing inter- 
est in young boys. Upstairs, aspiring 
pop singer Jenny (Twiggy) teases the 
lad with her mini-skirted charms. 
Then Manny’s_ beautiful young 
mother is implied to grow too close to 
the boy, causing him to push her away 
in another sequence. And finally, 
Madame 6., by virtue of her obsession 
with controlling the lives of her young 
charges, and her own lack of a love 
life, is herself a sexual suspect, 
though we sense she would never al- 
low herself anything beyond a pla- 
tonic smothering. 

This rather unappealing underside 
makes us a little less enchanted with 
the main plot, which grows pre- 
dictably tedious. Even MacLaine’s 
performance rarely. progresses be- 
yond caricature in what amounts to a 
series of brief appearances. Though 
she manages a single. scene of note 
(when Madame S. confronts an old 
student and her feelings for him), the 
Madame S. persona with its atten- 
dant accent is dropped in times of inti- 
macy, when to our surprise we dis- 
cover MacLaine talking instead, a 
problem which was rampant in her 
recent (and undeserved) Oscar-win- 
ning performance in “Terms of En- 
dearment.” And speaking of Oscar- 
winners, for some reason Dame 
Peggy Ashcroft is caught hanging 
around the set in an uninteresting bit 
as the landlady — such a waste. 

Overall, “Madame | Souzatska” 
seems a worthy property which was 
translated into film by uninterested 
or simply misguided parties, and is 
not recommended. 


NBC wins bid for 1992 Summer Olympics.

NEW YORK — NBC stunned 
CBS with a record bid of $401 million 
Thursday to win the U.S. television 
rights to the 1992 Summer Olympics 
in Barcelona, Spain. 

NBC, which televised the Summer 
Olympics in Seoul, had been consid- 
ered a long shot to get the Barcelona 
rights. CBS was favored because it 
already owns the TV rights to the 
1992 Winter Games in Albertville, 
France. 

The Barcelona fee topped the pre- 
vious Olympic record of $309 million 
paid by ABC for the Winter Olympics 
in Calgary. NBC paid $300 million for 
the TV rights in Seoul. 

“We didn’t go into this to lose 
money,” NBC president Robert 
Wright said at a news conference. 
“Our plan was designed to minimize 


losses. It’s not designed to make a lot 
of money.” 

Wright also said that as part of the 
agreement, NBC agreed to spend $10 
million to promote the city of 
Barcelona. 

Michael Weisman, executive pro- 
ducer of NBC Sports, said he was a 
“little bit surprised” that the network 
got the Barcelona rights. 

“The first call after I found out was 
to Terry Ewert, our coordinating pro- 
ducer (in Seoul),” Weisman said. “I 
said, ‘I sure hope you saved all your 
notes because I threw mine out.” 

Bryant Gumbel, who anchored 
NBC’s prime-time telecasts in Seoul, 
said, “I think it’s terrific news, espe- 


cially for the guys who worked in ~ 


Seoul. I’m a little surprised, though. I 
naturally assumed that CBS had the 
inside track.” 

Neal Pilson, president of CBS 


Sports, said the record fee indicates 
that his network may have gotten a 


bargain when it won the Albertville 


rights for $243 million. 

“Certainly the magnitude of NBC’s 
bid for Barcelona reaffirms the mar- 
ketplace value of Albertville,” he 
said. 

ABC Sports president Dennis 
Swanson said, “We are disappointed 
but we congratulate NBC on the ac- 
quisition.” 

It was not immediately known how 
much CBS and ABC bid, but a source 
said NBC’s offer was “substantially 
higher.” 

Olympic officials were seeking a 
minimum of $350 million. 

ABC lost an estimated $75 million 
in Calgary. NBC said it made a “mod- 
est” profit in Seoul, although it was 
much lower than expected due to dis- 
appointing ratings that forced the

The Cougars in their home opener 
got 33 points.from Michael Smith, 
who was the leading scorer for his 
fourth consecutive game, but it 
wasn’t nearly enough as only two 
other Cougars managed to score in 
double figures.

FISHLAKE, Utah — The U.S 
Forest Service says that beefed up 
patrols of the state’s timberlands 
this holiday season has resulted 
in a noticeable decline in the ille- 
gal cutting of Christmas trees. 

Ron Sanden of the Fishlake 
National Forest says tree 
thefts have been a serious 
problem in years past, but 
authorities have a better . 
handle on the problem 
this year. 

The Forest Service 
has been “in a cooper- 
ation mode” with the 
Bureau of Land Man- 
agement, the state Di- 
vision of Wildlife Re- 
sources and state Lands 
Forestry to patrol public lands.

“Indications are it (tree theft) is not 
as bad a problem this year,” he said. 
Four or five years ago, tree theft 
generated major headaches for the 
state’s national forests, according 
, to Sanden. 
“These trees on the Fishlake 
> £ are worth a lot of money to 
commercial dealers,” he said. 
“The permits for some 
trees commonly sell for $15 
each. On Beaver Mountain 
trees average $10 each. 
And at those kind of 
prices, it doesn’t take a 
whole lot of trees to add 
up to a felony theft 
charge,” said Sanden. 
A thief spent three 
years in prison on 
charges of commercial tree 
theft. “We consider it a very serious 
matter,” Sanden said. 


Jobless produce wreaths 
for extra Christmas money

TYNER, Ky. — Christmas season 
brings a special cheer each year to 
more than 100 unemployed people in 
the Appalachian foothills of Jackson 
County — a warm, happy feeling that 
comes from receiving a long-awaited 
paycheck. 

The small army of jobless workers 
descends on the Christmas Ridge 
Handcrafts factory near the commu- 
nity of Tyner every year in late Octo- 
ber. 
They man an assembly line until 
mid-December making thousands of 
natural pine and fir wreaths for ship- 
ment across the country. 

“It gives them an opportunity to 
buy things at Christmas for their chil- 
dren and grandchildren that they 
might not otherwise have,” says 
Carol Parrett, quality control chief at 
the factory, operated by the non- 
profit Christian Appalachian Project 
(CAP). 

Unemployment in the southeastern 
Kentucky county has hovered well 
above the 10 percent mark for most of 
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1988, peaking at 18.5 percent in 
February. 

Parrett says most workers in the 
wreath factory are women, many of 
whose husbands and sons must travel 
40 to 80 miles out of mountains to find 
work in larger towns. 

Bernie Hale, marketing director 
for the factory, says Christmas Ridge 
Handcrafts plans this year to produce 
about 65,000 wreaths that sell at be- 
tween $13 and $30. 

The factory, in three old school 
buildings, shipped about 51,000 
wreaths in 1987, he said. 

“The income from the wreath busi- 
ness is put back in to help create more 
jobs for the area,” says Hale. 

He said about $1 million the factory 
is projected to earn this year would go 
to support other CAP craft busi- 
nesses. 

Parrett said the wreath factory be- 
gan more than 20 years ago, when 
about 10 women put together the dec- 
orations in an unheated tobacco barn 
a local farmer allowed them to use. 
Output and employment has grown 
steadily each year since them.

The Forest Service sells Christmas 
tree permits to commercial dealers, 
who harvest trees according to fed- 
eral guidelines. 

This year, some 3,000 Christmas 
trees have been cut on the Fishlake 
alone. 

While rangers are always on the 
lookout for the theft of hundreds of 
trees by unscrupulous dealers, an- 
other common problem is the theft of 
Christmas trees by individuals for 
personal use. 

“Those are mostly misunderstand- 
ings,” Sanden said. “They think the 
trees are theirs and they can cut them 
any time they want.” 

Most of those situations are han- 
dled administratively.
